I most earnestly urge upon the con 
gross the duly of Increasing the totally 
Inadequate salaries now given to our 
Judges. On the whole, there Is no body 
of public servants who do as valuable 
work nor whose moneyed reward Is so 
Inadequate compared to their work 
Beginning w ith the supreme court, the 
Judges should have their salaries doll 
bled. 
It Is not befitting the dignity of 
the nation that Its most honored public 
Servants should be paid sums so small 
compared to what they would earn in 
private life that the performance of 
public service by them Implies an ex 
ceedingiy heavy pecuniary sacrifice. 
It is earnestly to he desired that 
Some method should be devised for do 
Ing awny with the long delays which 
pow obtain In the administration of 
Justice and which operate with pecul­ 
iar severity against persons of small 
means and favor only tim very crim! 
na Is whom It Is most desirable to pun­ 
ish. 
These long delays In the final 
derisions of cases make In the aggre­ 
gate a crying evil, and a remedy should 
be devised. 
Much of this intolerable 
delay is due to improper regard paid to 
technicalities which are a mere hin­ 
drance to Justice. 
In some noted re­ 
cent cnses this overregard for techni­ 
calities has resulted In a striking denial 
of Justice and flagrant wrong to the 
body politic. 


REFORM OF THE COURTS. 


Hot Possible When Judiciary Is 
Attacked Indiscriminately. 
At the last election certain leaders 
of organized labor made a violent and 
sweeping attack upon the entire Ju 
dietary 
of the country, un 
attack 
couched in such terms as to include 
the most upright, honest and broad 
minded judges no less than those of 
narrow er mind and more restricted 
outlook. 
It was the kind of attack ad­ 
mirably fitted to prevent any success­ 
ful attempt to reform abuses of the 
Judiciary, because it gave the cham­ 
pions of the unjust Judge their eagerly 
desire^ 
opportunity 
to 
shift 
their 
ground Into a championship of Just 
Judges who were unjustly assailed. 
Last year before the house committee 
on the J i n 11* Jury these same labor lead­ 
ers formulated their demands, specify­ 
ing the bill that contained them, re­ 
fusing all compromise, stating they 
Wished the principle of that bill or 
nothing. They insisted on a provision 
that In a labor dispute no Injun* tlon 
should issue except to protect a prop­ 
erty right and specifically provided 
that tile right to carry on business 
should not be construed as a property 
right, and in a second provision their 
bill made legal iii a labor dispute any 
act or agreement by or btu ween two 
or mon* persons that would not have 
been unlawful if done by a single i>er- 
Bon. 
In other words, this bill legal* | 
lied blacklisting and boycotting in ev 
cry form, legalizing, for instance, those 
forms of the secondary boycott wnicb 
the anthracite coal strike commission 
so unreservedly condemned, while the 
right to carry on a business was ex­ 
plicitly taken out from under that pro­ 
tection which the law throws over i 
property. The demand was made that 
there should be trial by jury in con- ! 
tempt cases, thereby most seriously im- ' 
pairing the authority of the courts. 
All this represented a course of policy 
which, if carried out, would mean the 
enthronement of class privilege In * 
Its crudest and most brutal form and 
the destruction of one of the most es­ 
sential functions of the judiciary In all 
civilized lands. 
The violence of the crusade for this ! 
legislation aud its complete failure il­ 
lustrate two truths which it is essen- I 
tial our people should learn. 
In the 
first place, they ought to teach the j 
workingman, the laborer, the wage 
worker, that by demanding w hat is 
Improper and Impossible he playa into j 
the hands of his foes. 
Sui Ii a crude I 
and vicious attack upon the courts ( 
even if it were temporarily successful, ' 
would inevitably in the end cause a 
violent reaction and would band the 
great mass of citizens together, forcing 
them to stand by all the Judges, com­ 
petent and Incompetent alike, rathe*- 1 
than to see the wheels of Justice 
•topped. A movement of this kind can 
ultimately result In nothing but dam 
age to those in whose behalf It is 
nominally 
undertaken. 
This 
is 
a 
most healthy truth, w-hich It is wise 
for all our people to learn. Any move- ; 
ment based on that class hatred which j 
at times assumes the name of “class j 
consciousness” is certain ultimately to 
fail and. lf it temporarily succeeds, to 
do farreaching damage. 
“Class con­ 
sciousness” w here It is merely another 


The wageworkers, the workingmen, 
the laboring men of the country, by 
the way in which they repudiated tile 
effort to get them to cast their votes 
In 
response to an appeal to class 
hatred have emphasized their sound 
patriotism 
and 
Americanism. 
The 
whole country has cause to feel pride 
In this attitude of sturdy independ­ 
ence. in this uncomproral lng Insist­ 
ence upon acting simply as good citi­ 
zens. as goiKl Americans, without re­ 
gard to fancied and Improper class In­ 
terests. 
Such an attitude is an object 
lesson In good citizenship to the en­ 
tire nation. 
But the extreme reactionaries, the 
persons who blind themselves to the 
wrongs now and then committed by 
the courts on laboring men, should 
also think seriously as to what such a 
' movement 
os 
this 
portends. 
The 
judges who have shown themselves 
able and willing effectively to check 
the dishonest activity of the Very rich 
roan who works Iniquity by the nils 
, management 
of 
corporations, 
who 
have shown themselves alert to 'd o 
Justice to the wageworker and sym­ 
pathetic With the nt*eds of tile mass 
of our people so that the dweller in 
the tenement houses, the man who 
practices a dangerous trade, the man 
who is crushed by excessive hours of 
labor, feel that their needs nrc under­ 
stood by the courts—these Judges are 
the real bulw-ark of the courts; these* 
Judges, the Judges of tile stamp of 
I the president elect, who have been 
fearless In opposing lnbor when It has 
gone wrong, but fearless also In hold 
ing to strict account corporations that 
work Iniquity, and farsighted In see 
Ing that 
tile workingman gets ids 
rights, are tile men of all others to 
whom we owe It that the appeal for 
such violent and mistaken legislation 
has fallen on deaf ears, that the agi- 
i tatlon for Its passage proved to be 
Without substantial basis. 
The courts 
are Jeoparded primarily by the action 
of these federal and state Judges who 
show inability or unwillingness to put 
n stop to tl;e wrongdoing of very rl*h 
men under modern Industrial condi­ 
tions and Inability or unwillingness to 
give relief to men of small means or 
wageworkers who are crushed down 
by these modern Industrial conditions. 
I who, In other words, fall to under­ 
stand and apply tile needed remedies 
for the new* wrongs produced by the 
new* and highly complex social and 
industrial 
civilization 
which 
has 
grown up In the last half century. 
The rapid changes In our social ami 
industrial 
life which have attended 
this rapid growth have made It nee es 
Bary that in applying to concrete cases 
tile great rule of right laid down In 
our constitution there should be a full 
understanding and appreciation of the 
new conditions to which the rules are 
to be applied. 
What would have been 
an infringement upon liberty half a 
century ago may be the necessary safe­ 
guard of liberty today. 
W hat would 
have been an injury to property then 
may be necessary to the enjoyment of 
property new. 
Every judicial decision 
Involves two terms—one an interpreta- 


tlluded to above nullify the legislative 
efTort to protect the wageworkers who 
most need protection from those em 
ploy era who take advantage of their 
grinding need. 
They halt or hamper 
tile movement for securing better and 
more equitable conditions of labor. 
The talk about preserving to the nils 
ery bunted beings who make contracts 
for 
sn ch service their ‘ liberty” to 
make them is either to speak in a 
spirit of heart loss irony or else to 
show nu titter ln**k of knowledge of 
the conditions of life among Ila* great 
masses of our fellow* countrymen, a 
tack which unfits a judge to do good 
service just as It would unfit any ex 
ecutive or legislative officer. 
There is also, I thins, ground for tin* 
belief 
that 
substantial 
Injustice 
Is 
often suffered by employees la con se 
qUOIICO of the custom of courts Issu­ 
ing temporary injunctions without no­ 
tice to them and punishing them for 
contempt of court In Instances where. 
as a matter of fact, they have no 
knowledge of any pricedings. 
Out 
side of organized labor there is a wide 
spread feeling thnt this system often 
works grent Injustice to wage workers 
when their efforts to bettor their work­ 
ing condition result In industrial dis­ 
putes. 
A temporary injunction pro­ 
cured ex parte may. as a matter of 
fact, have all the effect of a perma­ 
nent injunction In causing disaster to 
the wageworkers' side in such a dis­ 
pute. 
Organized labor Is chafing un­ 
der the unjust restraint which comes 
from repeated resort to this plan of 
procedure, Its discontent has been un­ 
wisely expressed and often improper­ 
ly expressed, but there Is a sound 
basis for it. and the orderly and law 
abiding people of n community would 
be in a far stronger position for up­ 
holding tile courts lf the undoubtedly 
existing 
abuses 
could 
lie 
provided 
against.

the republic. 
To protest against tyrun 
ny. to protect minorities from oppres 
aion. to nullify an act committed In a 
spasm of popular fury. Is to render a 
Bervi e to the republic. 
But for the 
courts to arrogate to themselves rune 
tions w hich properly belong to the leg 
Islative Ixwiies Is all wrong and in th* 
end works mischief. The people should 
not la* permitted to pardon evil and

Slipshod legislation on the theory that 1 of six courts of fir-*t Instance held It 


Views Held by Extreme Labor Lead­ 
ers Are Unconstitutional. 
Such proposals as those mentioned 
a bo vs as advocated by th** extreme 
labor leaders contain the vital error 
of boing class legislation of the most 
offensive kind, and even lf enacted 
into law* I believe that tile law* would 
rightly lie held unconstitutional. More­ 
over, the labor people are themselves 
now beginning to Invoke the use of 
the power of Injunction. 
During the 
last ten years, and within my own 
knowledge, at least fifty Injunctions 
have been obtained by tabor unions In 
New* York city alone, most of them 
being to protect the union label (a 
“property right”), but some being ob­ 
tained for other reasons against em­ 
ployers. 
The power of injunction Is 
a great equitable remedy which should 
on no account be destroyed. 
Rut safe­ 
guards should be erected against bs 
abuse. 
I believe that some such pro­ 
visions as those I advocated a year 
ago for checking the abuse of the 
Issuance 
of 
temporary 
injunctions 
should be adopted. 
In substance, pro- 
tion of tho law*, the oilier the under- j vishm should be made that no Injunc- 
btanding of th** facts to which it Is to 
be applied. 
The great mass of our ju 
dicta! officers are, I believe, alive to 
these changes of conditions which so 
materially affect the performance of 
their judicial duties. 
Our Judicial sys­ 
tem la sound and effective at core, and 
It remains and must ever be main 
tainod as the safeguard of those prim 
clples of liberty and justice which 
stand at the foundation of American 
institutions, for, as Burke finely said, 
when liberty and justice are separated 
neither is safe. 
There are, how*ever. 
some members of the Judicial body 
who have lagged behind in their un­ 
derstanding of these great aud vital 
changes in the body politic, whose 
minds have never been opened to the 
new applications of the old principles 
made necessary by the new conditions. 
Judges of this stamp do lasting harm 
by their decisions, because they con­ 
vince poor men in need of protection 
that the courts of the land are pro­ 
foundly ignorant of and out of sym 
pathy w’ith their needs and profoundly 
indifferent or hostile to any proposed 
remedy, To such men it seems a cruel 
mockery to have any court decide 
against them on the ground that It de­ 
sires to preserve “liberty” in a purely 
technical form by withholding liberty 
in any real and constructive sense. 
It 
Is desirable that the legislative body 
should possess and, wherever neees 
sarv, exercise the power to determine 
whether in a given case employers 
and employees are not on an equal 
footing, so that the necessities of th** 
latter compel them to submit to such 
exactions as to hours and condition* 
of 
labor 
as 
unduly 
to 
tax 
theii 
strength, and only mischief can result 
when such determination is upset oe 
the ground that there must be no “in 
terferenee w*lth the liberty to con 
tract”—often a merely academic “lib­ 
erty,” the exercise of which is the ne- 
nniuc for the odious vice of class 
Ration of real liberty. 
selfishness is equally noxious whether 
In an employer’s association or in a 
Workingman’s association. 
The move 
ment In question was one in which 
the appeal w*es made to all workingmen 
to vote primarily not as American cit! 
sens, but as individuals of a certain 
class in society. 
Such an appeal, in 
the first place, revolts the more high 
minded and farsighted among the per­ 
sons to whom It is addressed and, in 
the second place, tends to arouse a 
strong antagonism among all other 
classes of citizens, whom it therefore 
tends to unite against the very organ­ 
ization on whose behalf it Is issued. 
The result is therefore unfortunate 
from every Standpoint. 
This healthy 
truth, by the way. will be learned by 
the Socialists if they ever succeed In 
establishing In this country an impor­ 
tant national party based on such 
elfins consciousness and selfish class In­ 
terest. 


There are certain decisions by va­ 
rious courts which have been exceed­ 
ingly detrimental to the rights of 
wageworkers. 
This Is true of all the 
decisions that decide that men and 
women are by the constitution “guar­ 
anteed their liberty” to contract to 
enter a dangerous occupation, or to 
work an undesirable or Improper num­ 
ber of hours, or to w*ork in unhealthy 
surroundings, and therefore cannot re­ 
cover damages w*hen maimed In that 
occupation and cannot be forbidden 
to w*ork what the legislature decides is 
an excessive number of hours, or to 
carry ou the w*ork under conditions 
which the legislature decides to be un­ 
healthy. 
The most dangerous occupa­ 
tions are often the poorest paid and 
those where the hours of work are 
longest, and in many eases those who 
go into them are driven by necessity 
so great that they have practically no 
alternative. 
Decisions such ms those 


tion or temporary restraining order 
Issue otherwise than on notice, except 
whore irreparable Injury would other­ 
w is e result, and tu such case a hear­ 
ing on the merits of the order should 
be had within a short fixed period, 
and If not then continued after hear­ 
ing it* should forthwith lapse. 
Deci­ 
sions should be rendered immediately 
and the chance of delay minimized In 
every way. 
Moreover, I believe that 
the procedure should be sharply de­ 
fined and the judge required minutely 
to state the particulars both of his 
action a^d of his reasons therefor, so 
that the congress can. if it desires, ex­ 
amine and investigate the same. 
The chief lawmakers of our country 
may be aud often are the judges, be­ 
cause they are the final seat of au­ 
thority. Every time they interpret con­ 
tract. 
property, 
vested 
rights, 
due 
process of law, liberty, they necessarily 
enact into law parts of a system of 
social philosophy, and. as such inter­ 
pretation is fundamental, they give 
direction to all lawmaking. 
The de­ 
cisions of the courts on economic and 
social questions depend upon 
their 
economic and social philosophy, and 
for the peaceful progress of our peo­ 
ple during the twentieth century we 
shall oxve most to those judges who 
hold to a twentieth century economic 
and social philosophy and not to a 
long outgrown philosophy which was 
Itself the product of primitive econom­ 
ic conditions. 
Of course a judge’s 
views on progressive social philosophy 
are entirely second In Importance to 
his possession of a high and fine char­ 
acter, which means the possession of 
such elementary virtues as honesty, 
courage aud fair mindedness. 
The 
judge who owes his election to pander­ 
ing to demagogic sentiments or class 
hatreds and prejudices aud the judge 
W’lio owes either his election or his 
appointment to the money or the favor 
of a great corporation are alike un­ 
worthy to sit on the bench, are alike 
traitors to the people, and no pro­ 
fundity of legal learning or correctness 
of abstract conviction on questions of 
public policy can serve as an offset to 
such shortcomings. 
But It Is also true 
that judges, like executives and legis­ 
lators, should hold sound views on the 
questions of public policy which are of 
vital Interest to the people. 
The legislators and executives are 
chosen to represent the people in en­ 
acting and administering the 
laws 
The judges are not chosen to represent 
the people In this sense. 
Their func­ 
tion Is to Interpret the laws. The legis­ 
lators are responsible for the laws, the 
Judges for the spirit in wThich they In­ 
terpret and enforce the laws. 
We 
stand aloof from the reckless agitators 
w*ho would make the Judges mere pli­ 
ant tools of popular prejudice and pas­ 
sion. and we stand aloof from those 
equally unwise partisans of reaction 


the court will sot it right. They should 
be taught that th** right way to get rid 
of a bad law Is to have the legislature 
repeal it and not to have th** courts bj 
Ingenious hair splitting nullify It. 
A 
law* may Ik* unwise and Improper, but 
it should not for these reasons la* de 
dared unconstitutional by a strained 
interpretation, for the result of such 
action Is to take away from tile people 
at large their sense of responsibility 
and ultimately to destroy their capac­ 
ity for orderly self restraint and self 
government. 
Ender such a popular 
gov cm rn cut as ours. founded on the 
theory that in til*' long run the will of 
the people is supreme, the ultimate 
safety of the nation can only rest in 
training and guiding the people so that 
what they will shall be right and not 
in devising means to defeat their will 
by the technicalities of strained eon 
struct ion. 
For many of the shortcomings of 
justice in our country our people as a 
whole sire themselves to blame, and 
the judges and juries merely boar 
their share together with the public as 
a whole. 
It is discreditable to us as a 
people that there should be difficulty 
in convicting murderers or in bring­ 
ing to justice men who as public serv­ 
ants hate been guilty of corruption or 
who have profited by the corruption of 
public servants. 
The result is equally 
unfortunate whether due to hair split 
ting technicalities in the interpreta­ 
tion of law by Judges, to sentimental­ 
ity and elans consciousness on the part 
of juries or to hysteria aud sensation­ 
alism in the daily press. 
For much 
of this failure of Justice no responsi 
bility whatever lies on rich men as 
such. 
We w ho make up the mass of 
tile people cannot shift the responsi 
bility from our own shoulders. 
But 
there is an Important part of the fall 
ure which bas specially to do with 
Inability to hold to proper account men 
of W’ealth who behave badly. 
The chief breakdown is in dealing 
with the new relations that arise from 
the mutualism, the Interdependence, of 
our time. 
Every new social relation 
begets a new type of wrongdoing—of 
sin, to use an old fashioned word—and 
many years always elapse before so 
clety is able to turn this sin Into crime 
w’Uich can be effec tively punished at 
law. 
During the lifetime of the older 
men now alive the social relations 
have changed far more rapidly than In 
the preceding two centuries. 
The Im­ 
mense growth of corporations, of busi­ 
ness done by associations and the ex­ 
treme strain and pressure of modern 
life have produced conditions which 


unconstitutional, six out of nine Jus 
dees of the supreme court held that 
Its subject matter w-ns 
within the

four of th** nine Justices held It valid 
it was. however, adjudged unconstitu 
ti on a I by a ban* majority of the court 
five to four. 
it was surely a very 
slovenly piece of work to frame the 
legislation In such shape as to leave 
the question open at all. 
Real damage has been done by tile 
manifold 
and conflicting 
In terp ret 
tions of th** Interstate commerce law. 
Control over th** gn*at <*oriH>rations do 
ing Interstate business can be effective 
only lf it is vested with full power In 
an administrative department, a branch 
of the federal executive, carrying out 
a federal law. 
It can never be ef­ 
fective lf a divided responsibility is 
left in both th*? states and the nation. 
It can never be effective if left in the 
hands of the courts to be decided by 
lawsuits. 
The courts hold a place of peculiar 
and deserved sanctity under our form 
of government- 
Respect for the law is 
essential to the permanence of our In­ 
stitutions. and respeet fur the law Is 
largelv conditioned upon respect for 
the courts. 
It is an offense against the 
republic to any anything which can 
weaken fids respect save for the grav­ 
est reason and In tho most carefully 
guarded manner. 
Our judges should 
be held iii peculiar honor, ami the duty 
of respectful and truthful comment 
and criticism, which should be binding 
when we speak of anybody, should be 
especially binding when we speak of 
them. 
Ou an average they stand 
above any other servants *>f the com­ 
munity, and th** greatest judges have 
reached the high level beld by those 
few greatest patriots whom the whole 
country delights to honor. 
But we 
must fare th** fact that there are wise 
and unw’Ise Judges, just as there are 
wise and unwise executives and legis­ 
lators. 
\Vh**n a president or governor 
behaves Improperly or unwisely the 
remedy Is easy, for hts term Is short. 
The same is true with the legislator, 
although not to Hie same degree, for 
he is one of many w ho belong to some 
given legislative body, and it is there­ 
fore less easy to fix his personal re­ 
sponsibility nnd hold him accountable 
therefor. 
With a judge who, being 
human, is also likely to err, but whose 
tenure is for life, there Is no similar 


I way of holding him to responsibility. 
Under ordinary conditions the only 
forms of pressure to which { e la in 
any way amenable are public opinion 
and the action of his fellow Judges. 
It 
render the public confused aa to who i is the last which is most immediately 
its really dangerous foes are, and 
among the public servants who have 
not only shared this confusion, but by 
some of their acts have Increased it, 
are certain judges. 
Marked inefficien­ 
cy has been shown in dealing with cor­ 
porations and In resettling the proper 
attitude to be taken by the public not 
only toward corporations, but toward 
labor and toward the social questions 
arising out of the factory system and 
the enormous growth of our great 
cities.

hensible to let any consideration of 
temporary convenience or temporary 
cost Interfere with such notion, espe­ 
cially as regards the national forests. 
which lite nation can now* at this very 
moment control. 
All serious students of the question 
are aw are of tin* great damage thnt 
has been done In the Mediterranean 
countries of Europe, Asia and Africa 
by deforestation. 
The similar dam ­ 
age thnt has l>een dime in eastern 
Asia is less well known. 
A recent In­ 
vestigation 
into conditions In north 
(’bins by Mr. Frank N. Mayer of the 
bureau * f jHsnt Industry of the Unit­ 
ed States department of agriculture 
has Incidentally furnished In 
very 
striking fashion proof of the ruin that 
comes from rockless deforestation of 
mountains and of tile furthor fact th at 
the damage once done may prove prac­ 
tically Irreparable. 
So Important are 
these Inver ligations that I herewith 
attach as an appendix to my message 
certain photographs showing present 
conditions in China. 
They show In 
vivid fashion the#appalling desolation, 
taking tile shape of barren mountains 
and gravel nnd sand covered plains, 
which immediately follows ami de­ 
pends upon tile deforestation of the 
mountains. 
Not many cetraric* ago 
the country of northern China was 
one of the most fertile and beautiful 
spots in the entire w*orld and was 
heavily forested. 
We know tills not 
only from the old Chinese records, b ut 
from the accounts given by the trav­ 
eler Marco Polo. 
Ile. for instance, 
mentions that in visiting the provinces 
of Shansi and Shensi he observed 
many plantations of mulberry trees. 
Now* there is hardly a single mulberry 
tree In either of these provinces, and 
the culture of the silkworm has mov«*d 
farther south, to regions of atmos­ 
pheric moisture. 


Change Brought by Deforestation. 
As an illustration of the complete* 
change In the rivers we may take 
Folo’s statement that a certain river, 
the Hun Ho, was so large and deep 
that merchants ascended lr from tho 
sea with heavily laden boats. 
Today 
this river Is simply a broad sandy bed, 
with shallow*, rapid currents wander­ 
ing hither and thither a* rosa it, ab­ 
solutely unnavigable. 
But we do not 
have to depend upon written records. 
The dry wells and the wells with wa­ 
ter far below* the former water mark 
bear testimony to the good days of 
the past an{T 
evil days of the pres­ 
ent. 
Wherever the native vegetation 
has been allowed to remain—as. for In­ 
stance, here and there around a sacred 
temple or imperial burying ground - 
there ar** still huge trees and tangled 
jungle, fragments of the glorious an­ 
cient forests. 
The thick, matted for­ 
est growth formerly covered the moun­ 
tains to their summits. 
All natural 
fa* tors 
favored 
this 
dense 
forest 
growth, and as long as It was i>or- 
mitt**d to exist the plains at the foot 
of the mountains were among tim 
most fertile on the globe, and the 
whole country was a garden. 
Not tho 
slightest effort was made, however, 
to prevent the unchecked cutting of 
the trees or to secure reforestation. 
Doubtless for many centuries the treo 
cutting 
by 
the Inhabitants of the 
! mountains worked but slowly in bring­ 
ing about the changes th at have now 
come to pass. 
Doubtless for genera­ 
tions the Inroads were scarcely no­ 
ticeable. but there came a time wheat 
the forest had shrunk sufficiently to 
make etch year's cutting a serious 
matter, and from that time on the de­ 
struction proceeded with appalling ra­ 
pidity, for of course each year of d*v 
stria tion rendered the forest less able 
to recuperate, less able to resist next 
year’s inroad.

It has changed ev en within the 
last half centu ry as the work of tree 
destru ction 
has 
been 
consu mmated. 
T he great m asses of arboreal v egetation 
on the mou ntain* formerly absorlH'd 
the heat of the su n and sent u p cu r 
rents of cool air w hhh brou ght the 
moistu re laden clou ds lower and forc« *d 
them to precipitate In rain a part of 
their bu rden of water. Now that there 
Is no v egetation the barren mou ntains, 
•corched by the su n, send u p cu rrents 
of heated air which driv e away in­ 
stead of attracting tin* rain clou ds and 
cau se their moistu re to I k * dissem inat­ 
ed. 
In consequ ence, Instead of the reg­ 
u lar and plentifu l rains which ex isted 
In these regions of China when the 
forests were still lu ev idence, the u n­ 
fortu nate Inhabitants of the deforested 
lands now see their crops wither for 
lack of rainfall, while the seasons grow 
more and more irregu lar, and as the 
air becomes drier certain crops refu se 
longer to grow at all. 
That ev ery thing dries ou t faster than 
formerly is shown by the fact that the 
lev el of the wells all ov er the land has 
su nk perceptibly , many of them hav ­ 
ing become totally dry . 
In addition to 
the resu lting agricu ltu ral distress, the 
w a te r cou rses hav e changed. 
Form er 
ly they were narrow and deep, with an 
abu ndance of clear w ater the y ear 
arou nd, for the roots and hu m u s of 
the forests cau ght the rainw ater and 
let It escape by slow, regu lar seepage. 
They hav e now become broad, shallow 
stream beds In which mu ddy w ater 
trickleH in slender cu rrents du ring the 
dry seasons, while w hen it rains there 
are freshets, and roaring mu ddy tor­ 
rents come tearing down, bringing dis­ 
aster 
and 
destru ction 
ev ery where. 
Moreov er, these floods and freshets, • 
w hich div ersify the general dry ness, 
w ash aw ay from the mou ntain sides 
and either wash aw ay or cov er in the 
v alley s the rich fertile soil which It 
took lens of thou sands of y ears for 
natu re to form, and it is lost forev er, 
and u ntil the forests grow again it 
cannot be replaced. 
The sand and 
stones from the mou ntain sides are 1 
washed loose and cou u * rolling dow n to 
cov er the arable lands, and in conse 
qu eu ce throu ghou t this part of China 
m any formerly rich districts are now 
sandy wastes, u seless for hu m an cu l­ 
tiv ation and ev en for pastu re. 
The 
cities hav e beeu , of cou rse, seriou sly 
affected, for tin* stream s hav e grad­ 
u ally ceased to be nav igable. 
There Is 
testim ony that ev en within the mem 
or.v of men now liv ing there lias been 
a seriou s diminu tion of the rainfall of 
northeastern China. 
The lev el of the 
Bu ngari riv or, in northern M anchu ria, 
has been sensibly lowered du ring the 
last flfty y ears, at least partly as the 
resu lt of the Indiscriminate cu tting of 
the forests forming its watershed. 
Al­ 
most all the riv ers of northern China 
hav e become u ncontrollable and v ery 
dangerou s to the dwellers along their 
banks as a direct resu lt of the destru c­ 
tion of the forest* 
The jou rney from 
Pekin to Jehol shews in melancholy 
fashion how the soil lias been washed 
aw ay from whole v alley *, so that they 
hav e been conv erted into deserts. 
In 
northern China this disastrou s 
process hits gone on so long and has 
proceeded so far tha t no complete 
ffemedy cou ld be applied. 
T here are 
certain 
m ou ntains 
in 
China 
from 
Which t he soil Is gone so u tterly that 
only the slow action of the ages cou ld 
» gain restore It. althou gh of cou rse 
m u ch cou ld be done to prev ent the 
« till fa rthe r eastw ard ex tension of the 
M ongolian desert If the Chinese gov ­ 
ernm ent wou ld act at once. 
T he ac­

•how the inconceiv able desolation of j 


the barren m ou ntains In which cer­ 
tain of these riv ers rise—mou ntains, 
be 
It 
remembered, 
w hhh 
fotmerly 
su pported 
dense 
forests of

and flrs. now u nable to produ ce any 
wood and becau se of their condition 
a sou rce of danger to the whole cou n­ 
try 
The photographs also show the 
same riv ers after they hav e passed 
throu gh the mou ntains, the beds hav ­ 
ing become broad and sandy liecnu se 
of the deforestation of the m ou ntains 
One of the photographs shows a c a ra ­ 
v an passing throu gh a v alley . 
For­ 
merly , when the m ou ntains were for­ 
ested. It was thickly peopled by pros­ 
perou s peasants. 
Now the floods hav e 
carried destru ction all ov er the land 
and the v alley Is a stony desert. 
An­ 
other photograph shows a mou ntain 
road 
cov ered 
with 
the stones and 
rooks that are brou ght down In the 
rainy 
season 
from 
the 
mou ntains 
which hav e already been deforested 
by hu m an hands. 
Another shows a 
pebbly 
riv er 1km! In sou thern 
Man­ 
chu ria where what was once a groat 
*tn*nm has dried u p owing to the de­ 
forestation In the mou ntains. 
Only 
Koine scru b w(kk1 Is loft, will* h w ill 
disappear within a half oeu tu ry . 
Yet 
another shows the effect of one of the 
washou ts, destroy ing an arable m ou n­ 
tain side, these w ashou ts being du e to 
the remov al of all v egetation, y et in 
this photograph the foregrou nd show s 
that reforestation is still a possibility 
In places. 
W hat has thu s happened In northern 
China, what has happened In central 
Asia. In 
Palestine, in north Africa. 
In parts of the M editerranean cou n­ 
tries of Eu rope, will su rely happen In 
ou r cou ntry If we do not ex ercise that 
wise forethou ght which shou ld be one 
of the chief m arks of any people call 
lu g Itself civ ilized. 
Nothing shou ld be 
perm itted to stand in the way of the 
preserv ation of the forests, and It Is 
crim inal to perm it Indiv idu als to pu r­ 
chase

little 
gain 
for 
themselv es 
throu gh 
the

when this destru ction is fatal to the 
well being of the whole cou ntry in the 
fu tu re.

Action 
shou ld be begu n forthw ith, 
du ring the present session of congress, 
for the Improv ement of ou r inland w a­

We 
hav e 
speu t 
hu ndreds of millions of dollars u pon 
these w aterw ay s, y et the traffic on 
nearly all of them is steadily declin­ 
ing. 
This condition is the direct re­ 
su lt of the absence of any com pre­ 
hensiv e and fnrseeing plan of w a te r­ 
way Improv ement. 
Obv iou sly we can­ 
not continu e thu s to ex pend the rev ­ 
enu es of the gov ernm ent w ithou t re­ 
tu rn. 
It 
Is poor bu siness to spend 
money for Inland nav igation u nless we 
get it. 
Inqu iry Into the condition of the 
Mississippi and its principal trib u ta ­ 
ries rev eals v ery m any instances of the 
u tter w aste cau sed by the methods 
which hav e hitherto obtained for the 
so called "im prov em ent” of nav iga­ 
tion. 
A striking instance is su pplied 
by the ‘‘Improv ement” of the Ohio, 
which, begu n lu 18 24, was continu ed 
u nder a single plan for half a centu ry 
In 1ST.'» a new plan was adopted and 
followed f» » r a qu arter of a centu ry 
In 11)02 still a different plan was adopt­ 
ed and lias since been pu rsu ed at a 
rate which only promises a nav igable 
riv er In from tw enty to a hu ndred 
y ears longer. 
Su ch shortsighted, 
v acillating u nd 
fu tile methods are aecoin p an h Ml by de 
creasing w ater borne com m erce and 
Increasing traffic congestion on land, 
by Increasing floods and by the w aste 
of pu blic money . The remedy lies in 
abandoning the methods which hav e 
so signally failed and adopting new 
ones in keeping w ith the needs and 
dem ands of ou r people. 
In a report on a m easu re introdu ced 
at the first session of the present con- 
gross the secretary of w ar said. "Tin* 
chief defect In the methods hitherto 
pu rsu ed lies in the absence of ex ecu 
t h e au thority for originating com pre­ 
hensiv e plans cov ering the cou ntry or 
natu ral div isions thereof.” 
lu 
this 
opinion I heartily concu r. 
The pres­ 
ent methods not only fail to giv e u s 
inland nav igation, bu t they are Inju 
rlou s to the arm y u s well. 
W hat is 
v irtu ally a perm anent detail of the 
corps of engineers to civ ilian du ty nec­ 
essarily Impairs the efficiency of ou r 
military establishm ent. 
The military 
engineers hav e u ndou btedly done etfl 
cient work in actu al const ru ction, bu t 
they are necessarily u nsu ited by their 
training and traditions to take the 
broad v iew and to gather and trails 
mit to tlu * congress the commercial 
and indu strial inform ation and fore­ 
casts u pon which w aterw ay Improv e 
! m eu t mu st alw ay s so largely 
rest 
Fu rtherm ore, they hav e fu lled to grasp 
the great u nderly ing fact that ev ery 
stream Is a u nit from Its sou rce to its 
m ou th and that all its u ses are Inter 
dependent. 
Prom inent officers of the 
engineer corps hav e recently ev en gone 
so far as to assert In print that wu - 
terw ay s are not dependent u pon the 
conserv ation of the forests abou t their 
headw aters. 
This position is opposed 
| to all the recent work of the scientific 
j bu reau s of the gov ernment and to the 
general ex perience of mankind. 
A 
phy sician who disbeliev ed lu v accina­ 
tion wou ld not lie the right man to 
, handle an epidemic of smallpox , nor 
j shou ld we leav e a doctor skeptical 
abou t the transm ission of y ellow fev er 
by the stegomy la mosqu ito lu charge 
of sanitation at H av ana or Panam a. 
So with the improv em ent of ou r riv ­ 
ers. 
It is no longer wise or safe to 
leav e this great work In the hands of 
men who fall to grasp the essential 
relations between nav igation and gen 


•rnl dev elopm ent and to assim ilate u n.t 
u se 
the 
central 
facts 
abou t ‘ ou r 
streams, 
Until the work of riv er Improv ement 
Is u ndertaken lu a modern way It can 
m*t hav e resu lts that will meet tin* 
needs of this modern nation. 
These 
needs shou ld Ik* met withou t fu rther 
dilly -dally ing or delay . The plan which 
p rom ises the best and qu ickest resu lts 
Is that of n perm anent commission au ­ 
thorized to co-ordinate the work of all 
the gov ernm ent departm ents relating 
to w aterw ay s and to frame and su per­ 
v ise the ex ecu tion of a comprehensiv e 
plan.

I u rge that nil <» u r national parks ad 
Jneent to national forests l>e placed 
completely u nder the control of the 
forest serv ice of tin* agricu ltu ral de­ 
partm ent. instead of leav ing them , as 
they arc now, u nder the Interior de­ 
partm ent and policed by the army .

only affects departm ents ou tside of 
the treasu ry , bu t it tends to ham per 
the secretary of the treasu ry himself 
In the effort to u tilize the employ ees 
of his departm ent so as to best meet 
the requ irem ents of the pu blic serv ice. 
It forbids him from prev enting frau ds 
u pon the cu stoms serv ice, from Inv es­ 
tigating Irregu larities in branch mints 
and assay offices, and has seriou sly 
crippled him. 
It prev ents the promo­ 
tion of employ ees In the secret serv ice, 
and this fu rther discou rages good ef­ 
fort. 
In its present form the restric­ 
tion operates only to the adv antage of 
the criminal, of the wrongdoer. 
The chief argu m ent in fav or of the 
prov ision was that the congressm en 
did not them selv es wish to be Inv esti­ 
gated by secret serv ice men. 
Very 
little of su ch Inv estigation has been 
done in the past, bu t It Is tru e tha t the 
work of the secret serv ice agents was 
partly responsible for the in d ictmen t 
and conv iction of a senator and a con­ 
gressm an for land frau ds In Oregon. 
1 do not believ e tha t It is In the pu blic 
Interest to protect crim inals In any 
branch of the pu blic serv ice, and ex ­ 
actly as we hav e again and again d u r­ 
ing tin* past sev en y ears prosecu ted 
and 
conv icted 
su ch 
crim inals 
who 
w ere In the ex ecu tiv e branch of the 
gov ernm ent so In my belief we shou ld 
be giv en am ple m eans to prosecu te 
them If fou nd In the legislativ e branch. 
Bu t If this Is not considered desirable 
a special ex ception cou ld be made In 
the law prohibiting the u se of the 
secret serv ice force In Inv estigating 
memliers of the congress. 
It wou ld be 
far better to do this than to do w hal

S tead y Progress Toward Removin g 
S ervice From Politics. 
It has beeu my pu rpose from the be 
ginning of my adm inistration to take 
the Indian serv ice com pletely ou t of 
the atm osphere of political activ ity , 
and there has been steady progress to­ 
ward that end. 
The last rem aining 
stronghold of politics In tha t serv ice 
was the agency sy stem, which had 
seen its host day s and was gradu ally 
falling to pieces from natu ral or pu re­ 
ly ev olu tionary cau ses, bu t, like all 
su ch su rv iv als, w as decay ing slowly 
in its later stages. 
It seems clear that 
Its ex tinction had bettor be m ade final 
u ow\ so that the grou nd can lie cleared 
for larger constru ctiv e w’ork on behalf 
of tlie Indians preparatory to their In 
du otion into the fu ll m easu re of re 
sponsible citizenship. 
On Nov . 1 only 
eighteen agencies 
were left on 
the 
roster. 
W ith tw o ex ceptions, where 
some legal qu estions seemed to stand 
tem porarily in the way , these hav e 
been changed to su perintendeneies and 
their heads brou ght into the classified 
civ il serv ice 
S ecret S ervice. 
T.nst y ear an am endm ent w as Incor­ 
porated In the m easu re prov iding for 
the secret serv ice which prov ided that 
there shou ld be no detail from the sc 
eret serv ice and no transfer therefrom 
It Is not too mu ch to say tha t this 
am endm ent has been of benefit only , 
and cou ld be of benefit only , to th( 
criminal classes. 
If deliberately In 
trod need for the pu rpose of diminish­ 
ing the effectiv eness of w ar against 
crim e it cou ld not hav e been better de 
v ised to tills end. 
It forbade the prac 
tlces tha t had 
been 
followed 
to a 
greater or less ex tent by the ex ecu tiv e 
heads of v ariou s departm ents for tw en­ 
ty y ears. 
To these practices w’e owe 
the secu ring of the ev idence which en- 


S h ou ld Have S ecu rity of Govern ­ 
men t Beh in d Th em. 


I again renew my recom m endation 
for postal sav ings banks, for deposit- I 
lu g sav ings w ith the secu rity of the 
gov ernm ent behind them. 
The object 
Is to encou rage thrift and economy in 
the w age earner and person of mod- ' 
ernte m eans 
In fou rteen states the 
deposits in sav ings banks as reported 
to the com ptroller of the cu rrency 
am ou nt to $3,59 0,245,402, or 9 8 .4 per 
cent of the entire deposits, while In 
the rem aining thirty -twTo states there 
are only $7 0,308 ,543, or 1.6 per cent, 
show ing conclu siv ely thnt there are 
m any localities in the United States 
w here su fficient 
opportu nity 
is 
not 
giv en to th** people to deposit their 
sav ings. 
T he resu lt Is tha t money 
is kept in 
hiding and 
u nemploy ed 
It is believ ed tha t In the aggregate 
v ast 
su m s 
of 
money 
wou ld 
be 
brou ght into circu lation throu gh the 
Instru m entality 
of 
the 
postal 
sav ­ 
ings banks. 
W hile there are only 1,453 
sav ings banks reporting to the com p­ 
troller, there are more than (51.000 
post offices, 40.0)0 of which are money 
order offices. 
Fostal sav ings banks 
are now in operation In practically all 
the great civ ilized cou ntries w ith the 
ex ception of the United States. 
Parcel Post. 
In my last annu al message I com 
m ended the postm aster general’s rec­ 
om m endation for an ex tension of the 
parcel post on the ru ral rou tes. 
The 
estab'ishm ent of a local parcel post 
on ru ral rou tes wou ld !>e to the m u ­ 
tu al benefit of the farm er u nd the 
cou ntry storekeeper, and It is desirable 
tha t the rou tes, serv ing more than 13,- 
000,000 people, shou ld be u tilized to the 
fu llest practicable ex tent. 
An am end­ 
m ent was proposed in the senate at 
the last session at the su ggestion of 
the postm aster general prov iding that 
for the pu rpose of ascertaining the 
practicability of establishing a special 
local parcel post sy stem on the ru ral 
rou tes throu ghou t the United States 
the postm aster general be au thorized 
ami directed to ex perim ent and report 
to the congress the resu lt of su ch ex ­ 
periment by establishing a special local 
parcel post sy stem on ru ral deliv ery 
rou tes in not to ex ceed fou r cou nties 
In the United States for packages of 
fou rth class m atter originating on a 
ru ral rou te or at the distribu ting post- 
office for deliv ery by ru ral carriers. 
It 
wou ld seem only proper that su ch an 
ex perim ent shou ld be tried in order to 
dem onstrate the practicability of the 
proposition, especially as the postm as­ 
ter general estim ates that the rev enu e 
I deriv ed from the operation of su ch a 
sy stem on all the ru ral rou tes wou ld 
am ou nt to m any million dollars.

The share that the national gov ern­ 
m ent shou ld take In the broad work of 
edu cation has u ot receiv ed the atte n­ 
tion au d the care it rightly deserv es. 
T he im m ediate responsibility for the 
su pport and Im prov ement of ou r edu 
catlonal sy stem s and institu tions rests 
and shou ld alw ay s rest wMth the people 
of the sev eral states acting throu gh 
their state and local gov ernments, bu t 
the nation has an opportu nity lu edu 
catlonal wrork which m u st not be lost 


fortu nate state of affairs as regards the i nev er been able to agree on Joint nc- 
national edu cational office be remedied 
by adequ ate appropriations.

om m endation Is u rgisl by the repre­ 
sentativ es of ou r comm on schools and 
great state u niv ersities au d the lending 
edu cntors. who all u nite lu requ esting 
fav orable consideration and action by 
the congress u pon this su bject.

SHORT SESSION 


Listens to President’s Message 
and Adjourns.

th a t section should break aw ay from 
th e outlived sentim ent and trad itio n s 
of th e ir past political affiliations and 
cast th e ir ballots in accordance ra th e r 
w ith th eir econom ic and real politl 
cal beliefs.

TRUST LAW ASSAILED. 


Amendment of the Sherman Act 


Is Advocated. 


LAWS 
FOR 
LABOR 
URGED. 


Many Declarations of Public In­ 


terest In the Document. 


Washington, Dec. 
8. — The annual 
message of tin* president, read in both 
houses of congress, is in full as follows: 
To the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sent.! tires: 
Finances. 
The ti i in ne la I standing of the nation 
at the present time is excellent, and 
the tinaiiel.il management of the na­ 
tion's imprests by the government dur­ 
ing Lilt* last seven years has shown the 
most satisfactory results. But our cor­ 
rel r y system is imperfect, and it is 
earnestly to be hoped that the cur­ 
rency commission will be able to pro­ 
pose a thoroughly good system which 
will do away wit ii the existing defects. 
I Hiring the period from July I, HMH, 
to Sept. HO, 1908, there was an increase 
In t hi* amount of money In circulation 
of $9012,991.399. 
d'he increase in the 
per capita during this period was $7.00. 
Within this time there were several 
occasions when it was necessary for 
the treasury department to come to 
the relief of the money market by 
purchases or redemptions of railed 
States la lids. by increasing deposits in 
national banks, by stimulating addi­ 
tional issues of national bank notes 
and by facilitating importations from 
abroad of gold. 
Our imperfect cur­ 
rency system lins made tiles** proceed­ 
ings necessary, Lind they were effective 
until tIi** monetary disturbance in tlie 
fall of 1907 immensely increased the 
difficulty of ordinary methods of re­ 
lief. 
By the middle of November the 
available working balance in tin* treas­ 
ury had been reduced to approximate­ 
ly $r..000.(i(H». 
Clearing house associa­ 
tions throughout the country had been 
obliged to resort to the expedient of 
issuing clearing house certificates, to 
be used as money. 
In this emergency 
It was determined to Invite subscrip­ 
tions 
for $r>0,o<NU>oo Panama canal 
bonds and 
$ 100,000,000 3 per cent cer­ 
tificates of indebtedness authorized by 
the act of June 1ft, 1898. 
It was pro­ 
posed to redeposit 
in 
the national 
banks the proceeds rf these issues and 
to permit their use as a basis for addi­ 
tional circulation notes 
of national 
banks. 
Tile moral effect of this pro­ 
cedure was so great that it was neces­ 
sary to Issue only $21,OP,1,980 of the 
Panama canal bonds and $15,430,500 of 
the certificates of indebtedness 
During the period from July I, 1901. 
to Sept. 30. 1908, the balance between 
the net ordinary receipts and the not 
ordinary expenses of the government 
plowed a surplus In the four years 
1902, 
1000 and 1907 and a deficit 
in the years 1904, 1905. 1908 and a frac­ 
tional part of tin* fiscal year 1909. The 
Hot result was a surplus of $99,283,- 
413.54. 
The financial operations of the 
government during this period, based 
tip on those differences between receipts 
And expenditures, resulted In a net re­ 
duction of the interest bearing debt of 
the United States from $987,141,040 to 
$897.25." 1 mi notwithstanding that there 
had been two sales of Panama canal 
bonds amounting In the aggregate to 
$54,031.9*0 and an Issue of P per cent 
Certificates of Indebtedness under the 
Act of June IP. 1898, amounting to $15,- 
43d,500. 
Refunding operations of the 
treasury department under the act of 
March 14, I OOO, resulted in the conver­ 
sion Into 2 per cent consols of 1930 of 
$200,309,400 bonds bearing higher rates 
of interest. 
A decrease of $8,087,950 
in the annual Interest charge resulted 
from the e operations. 
In short, during Die seven years and 
three months there has been a net stir 
plus of n e a r ly one hundred millions of 
receipts over expenditures, a reduction 
of the interest bearing debt by ninety 
millions, in spite of the extraordinary 
expense of the Panama canal abd a 
Saving of nearly nine millions on the 
Annual interest charge. 
This Is an ex­ 
ceedingly satisfactory showing, espe­ 
cially in view of the fact that during 
this period the nation has never hesi­ 
tated to undertake any expenditure 
that It regarded as necessary. 
There 
have been no new taxes and no in­ 
creases of taxes. 
On the contrary, 
Come taxes have been taken off. There 
has been a reduction of taxation. 
Corporations. 
As regards the great corporation* en- 


cfally the railroad*, I can only repeat there should be a premium put upon 
iiulivldunl initiative and individual ca­ 
pacity and an ample reward for the 
great directing intelligences alone com­ 
petent to manage the great business 
operation* of today. It is well to keep 
in mind that exactly as the anarchist 
is (lie worst enemy of liberty and the 
reactionary the worst enemy of order 
so tile men who defend tile rights of 
property have most to fear from the 
wrongdoers of great wealth, and the 
men 
who are championing popular 
rights have most to fear from the 
demagogues who in the name of popu­ 
lar rights would do wrong to and op­ 
press honest business men, honest men 
of wealth, for the success of either 
type of wrongdoer necessarily invites 
a violent reaction against tile cause tin* 
wrongdoer 
nominally 
upholds. 
In 
point of danger to the nation there is 
nothing to choose between, on the (Hie 
hand, the corruptionist, the bribegiver, 
the bi ttie taker, the man who employs 
hts groat talent to swindle his fallow 
citizens on a large st ale, and. on the 
other hand, the preacher of class 
hatred, the man who, whether from 
ignorance or from willingness to sac­ 
rifice his country to his ambition, per­ 
suades well meaning but wrong head­ 
ed men to try to destroy the instru­ 
ments 
upon 
which 
our 
prosperity 
mainly rests. 
Let oat Ii group of men 
beware of and guard against the short­ 
comings to which that group is it­ 
self most liable. 
Too often we see 
tin* business community in a spirit of 
unhealthy class consciousness deplore 
tin* effort to hold to account under tile 
law tin* wealthy men who in their 
management 
of great 
corporations, 
whether railroads, street railways or 
other industrial enterprises, have be­ 
haved in a way that revolts the con­ 
science of tile plain, decent people. 
Such an attitude cannot be condemned 
too severely, for men of property 
should recognize that they jeopardize 
tho rights of property when they fail 
heartily to join In the effort to do 
away with the abuses of wealth. On 
the other hand, those who advocate 
proper control on behalf of tile public, 
through the state, of these great cor­ 
porations and of Hie wealth engaged 
on a giant scale iii business operations 
must ever keep in mind that unless 
they do scrupulous Justice to the cor­ 
poration, unless they permit ample 
profit, and cordially encourage capable 
men of business so long as they act 
with honesty, they are striking at the 
root of our national well being, for in 
the long run, under the mere pressure 
of material distress, the people as a 
wlible would probably go hack to the 
reign of an unrestricted individualism 


what I have a I rend} again and again 
said In my messugeu to the congress. 
I believe that under the Interstate 
clause of the constitution the United 
State* ha* complete and paramount 
right to control ail agencies of inter­ 
state commerce, and I believe that the 
national government alone can exer­ 
cise this right with wisdom and ef­ 
fectiveness so as both to secure justice 
from and to do Justice to the great 
corporations which are the most im­ 
portant factors in modern business, I 
believe that It is worse than folly to 
attempt to prohibit all combinations, 
s is done by the Sherman anti-trust 
law. because sinh a law can be en- 
broed only imperfectly and unequal­ 
ly, and Its enforcement works almost 
as nim Ii lordship as good. I strongly 
advocate that instead of an unwise 
effort 
to prohibit 
nil 
combinations 
thoro shall be substituted a law which 
shall expressly permit combinations 
which arc in tho Interest of the public, 
tint shall at the same time give to 
Some agency o f Hie national govern­ 
ment fill! p* wer of control and super­ 
v i s i o n o v e r them. 
One of the chief 
features o f t h i s control should lie se­ 
curing entire publi it.v in all matters 
which Hi' public bas a right to I,now 
and. furthermore, tho power, not by 
Judicial, but by executive, action to 
prevent or put a stop to every form of 
Improper favoritism or other wrong­ 
doing. 
The railways of the country should 
be put c o m p l e t e l y under tin* interstate 
commerce commission and removed 
from the domain of tile anti-trust law. 
Tile power of the commission should 
be mach* thoroughgoing, so that 
it 
could 
exercise complete supervision 
and control over the issue of securities 
as well as over tin* raising and lower­ 
ing cf rates. As regards rates, at least 
this power should be summary. 
The 
power to investigate the financial op­ 
erations and ac; omits of the railways 
has been one of the most valuable fea­ 
tures in recent legislation. 
Power to 
make combinations and traffic agree­ 
ments should la* explicitly conferred 
upon the railroads, the permission of 
the commission being first gained and 
the combination or agreement being 
published in all its details. 
In the In­ 
terest of the public the representatives 
of the public should have complete 
power to see that the railroads do their 
duty by tin* public, and as a matter of 
course this power should also be exer­ 
cised so as to see flint no injustice is 
done to (lie railroads. 
The share­ 
holders, tho employees and the ship­ 
pers all have interests that must be 
guarded. It is to the interest of all of 
them that no swindling stock specula 
tion should lie allowed and that there J rather than submit to a control by 
should be no improper issuance of se­ 
curities. Tile guiding intelligences nec­ 
essary Brr the successful building and 
successful management of railroads 
sin mid receive ample remuneration, 
but no man should be allowed to make 
money in connection with railroads 
oui of fraudulent overcapitalization 
and kindred stock gambling perform- 
an* es. 
There must be no defrauding 
of investors, oppression of the farmers 
and business men who ship freight or 
callous disregard of the rights and 
needs of the employees. 
In addition 
to this, the Interests of the sharehold 
ors, of the employees and of the ship­ 
pers should all be guarded as against 
one another. To give any one of them 
undue and Improper consideration is 
to do Injustice to the others. 
Rates 
must be made as low as is compatible 
with giving proper ret urns to all the 
employees of the railroad, from the 
highest to the lowest, and proper re­ 
turns to the shareholders, but they 
must not, for Instance, be reduced In 
sn i i fashion’ as to necessitate a cut 
in the wages of the employees or the 
abolition of the proper and legitimate 
profits of honest shareholders. 
Telegraph and telephone companies 
engaged in interstate business should 
lie put under the Jurisdiction of the In 
terstafe commerce commission.

GREAT CORPORATIONS. 


Should Be Wisely Regulated In th* 
Interest of the People. 
It is very earnestly to be wished that 
our people, through their reprosenta 
lives, should act iii this matter. It is 
hard to say whether most damage to 
the country at large would come from 
entire failure on the part of the public 
to supervise and control the actions of 
the* great corporations or from the ex- 
erclse of the necessary governmental 
power Iii a way which would do injus­ 
tice aud wrong to the corporations. 
Both the preachers of an unrestricted 
Individual Ism and the preachers of an 
oppression which would deny to able 
men of business the just reward of 
their initiative and business sagacity 
are advocating policies that would be 
fraught with the gravest harm to the 
whole country. To permit every law­ 
less capitalist, every law* defying cor­ 
poration, to take any action, no mat­ 
ter how Ini lultous. in the effort to se­ 
cure an Improper profit and to build 
uji privilege w old be ruinous to the 
republic ami would mark the abandon­ 
ment of the effort to secure iii the iii 
dustrial world the spirit of democratic 
fair dealing. 
On the other hand, to 
attack these wrongs in that spirit of 
de magogy wilt Ii can see wrong ouI.\ 
when committed by the man of wealth 
and Is dumb and blind iii the presence 
of wrong committed against men of 
property or by men of no property Is 
exactly as evil as corruptly to defend 
the wrongdoing of men of wealth. 
The war we wage must be waged 
against misconduct, against wrongdo­ 
ing, wherever it is found, and we must 


GOVERNMENT CONTROL 


W ill Not Mean Weakening of the 
Rights of the States. 
The opposition to government con­ 
trol of those great corporations makes 
its most effective effort in the shape 
of an appeal to the old doctrine of I 
states’ rights. 
Of course there are ' 
many sincere men who now believe In 1 
unrestricted individualism In business, 
just as there were formerly many sin­ 
cere men who believed In slavery— 
til at is. in the unrestricted right of an 
individual to own another individual 
Those men (lo not by themselves have 
groat weight, however. 
The effective 
fight 
against 
adequate 
government 
control and supervision of Individual, 
arui especially of corporate, wealth en ! 
gaged in interstate business Is chiefly 
done under cover, and especially un­ 
der cover of an appeal to states’ 
rights. 
It is not at all infrequent to 
read In the same speech a denuncia­ 
tion of predatory wealth fostered by 
special privilege and defiant of both 
the public welfare and law of the 
land and a denunciation of centraliza­ 
tion in the central government of the 
power to deal with this centralized 
and organized wealth. 
Of course the 
policy set forth in such twin denuncia­ 
tions amounts to absolutely nothing, 
for tho first half Is nullified by the 
second half. 
The chief reason among 
the many sound and compelling rea­ 
sons that led to the formation of the 
national government was the absolute 
need that the Union and not the sev­ 
eral states should deal with interstate 
and foreign commerce, and the power 
to deal with Interstate commerce was 
granted absolutely and plenarily to 
the central government and was exer­ 
cised completely as regards the only 
instruments of interstate commerce 
known In those days—the waterways, 
the highroads—as well as the partner­ 
ships of individuals who then conduct­ 
ed all of what business there was. 
Interstate commer e is now chiefly 
condo ted lo railroads, and the great 
corporation has supplanted the mass 
of small partnerships or individuals. 
The proposal to make the national 
government supreme over. and there­ 
fore to give it complete control over, 
the railroads ai d other instruments of 
interstate commer e is merely a pro­ 
posal to carry out to the letter one of 
the prime purposes, if not the prime 
purpose, for which the constitution 
was founded. 
It does not represent 
centralization. It^ represents merely 
the acknowledgment of the patent fact 
that centralization has already come 
in business, 
If this irresponsible out­ 
side business power is to be controlled 
in the interest of the general public 
stand heartily for the rights of every 
docent man, whether he be a man of 
ft can only be controlled in one way 
great wealth or a man who earns his , 
livelihood as a wageworker or a tiller !

Forty or fifty separate state 


governments 
cannot 
exercise 
that 
power over corporations doing busi­ 
ness In most or- all of them, first, be­ 
cause they absolutely lack the author­ 
ity to deal witli interstate business in 
any form and. second, because of the 
inevitable conflict of authority sure to 
arise in the effort to enforce different 
kinds of state regulation, often Incon­ 
sistent with one another and some­ 
times oppressive in themselves. Such 
divided authority cannot regulate com­ 
merce with wisdom and effect. 
The 
central government is the only pow’er 
which without oppression can never-! 
tholes.** 
thoroughly 
and 
adequately 
control and supervise the large cor­ 
porations. 
To abandon the effort for I 
national control means to abandon the 
effort for ail adequate control and 
yet to render likely continual bursts of 
notion by stall* legislatures, which 
cannot achieve the purpose sought for, 
but which can do a great deal of dam­ 
age to Hie corporation without confer­ 
ring any real bluetit on tile public. 
I believe that Hie more farsighted 
Corporations are themselves coaling to 
recognize the unwisdom of flu* violent 
hostility they have displayed during 
the last few years to regulation aud 
control by the national government of 
combinations 
engaged 
in 
Interstate 
business. 
The truth is that we win 
believe in this movement of asserting 
and exercising a genuine control in the 
public interest over these gTeat corpo 
rations have to contend against two 
sets of enemies, who, though nominal 
ly opposed to one another, are really 
allies in preventing a proper solution 
of the problem. 
There are, flrst. the 
big corporation men aud the extreme 
individualists 
among 
business 
men 
who genuinely believe in utterly un 
regulated business that is, In the reign 
of plutocracy and, second, the men 
who, 
being blind 
to 
the economic 
movements of the day, believe In a 
movement of repression rather than of 
regulation of corporations aud who de­ 
nounce Doth til** power of the railroads 
and the exercise of the federal power 
which alone can really control the rail­ 
roads. 
Those who believe In efficient 
national control, on the other hand, do 
not in the least object to combinations, 
do not in the least object to concentra­ 
tion in business administration. 
On 
the contrary, they favor both, with the 
all important proviso that there shall be 
such publicity about their workings 
and such thoroughgoing control over 
them as to insure their being in the 
interest and not against the interest of 
the general public. 
We do not object 
to the concentration of wealth and ad 
ministration, but we do believe in the 
distribution of Lilt* wealth In profits to 
the real owners and in securing to the 
public the full benefit of the coneen 
trated administration. 
We believe that 
with concentration in administration 
there can come both the advantage of 
a larger ownership and of a more 
equitable distribution of profits and at 
tho same time a better service to the 
commonwealth. 
We believe that the 
administration should be for the benefit 
of the many aud that greed and rascal­ 
ity practiced on a large scale should 
be punished as relentlessly as if prac­ 
ticed on a small scale.# 
We do not for a moment believe that 
the problem will be solved by any 
short aud easy method. 
The solution 
will come only by pressing various con­ 
current remedies. Some of these reme­ 
dies must lie outside the domain of 
a1! government 
Some must be out­ 
side 
the 
domain 
of 
the 
federal 
government. 
But 
there is legisla­ 
tion which the , federal government 
alone can enact and which Is abso­ 
lutely vital In order to secure the at­ 
tainment of our purpose. 
Many laws 
are needed. 
There should be regula­ 
tion by the national government of the 
great interstate corporations, including 
a simple method of account keeping, 
publicity, supervision of the Issue of 
securities, abolition of rebates and of 
spe ial privileges. 
There should be 
short time franchises for all corpora­ 
tions engaged in public business, in­ 
cluding the corporations which get 
pow er from water rights. There should 
be national as well as state guardian­ 
ship of mines and forests. 
The labor 
legislation 
hereinafter 
referred 
to 
should concurrently be enacted into 
law. 
To accomplish this means, of course. 
a certain increase in the use of. not 
the creation of, power by the central 
government. 
The power already ex­ 
ists. 
It does not have to be created. 
The only question is whether it shall 
be used or left idle, and meanwhile 
the corporations over which the pow­ 
er ought to be exercised will not re­ 
main idle. 
Let those who object to 
this Increase in the use of the only 
power available, tile national power. 
be frank and admit openly that they 
propose to abandon any effort to con 
trol the great business corporations 
and to exercise supervision over the 
accumulation 
and 
distribution 
of 
wealth, for such supervision and con­ 
trol can only come through this par 
ticular kind of Increase of power. We 
no more believe in that empiricism 
which demands absolutely un res train 
cd Individualism than we do in that 
empiricism which clamors for a dead 
ening socialism, which would destroy 
all individual initiative and would ruin 
the country with a completeness that 
not even an unrestrained Individual 
Ism Itself could achieve. The danger 
to American democracy lies not In the 
lea d in the concentration of adminis 
tm tive power in responsible and ac 
countable hands. It lies In having tin 
power insufficiently concentrated, sc 
that no one can be held responsible to 
the people for its use. 
Concentrated 
power is palpable, visible, responsible. 
easily reached, quickly held to account. 
Tower scattered through many admin 
Istrators. many legislators, many men 
who work behind and through legis­ 
lators and administrators, is impalpa 
hie. is unseen, is irresponsible, cannot 
be reached, cannot be held to account 
Democracy is in peril wherever the 


Administration of political power I* 
scattered among a variety of men who 
work in secret, whose very names are 
unknown to the common people. 
It is 
not In peril from any man who derives 
authority from the people, who exer­ 
cise* it in sight of the people and who 
la from time to time compelled to give 
an account of its exercise to the peo­ 
ple.

legislation Needed In Many Lines 
to Improve Condition of Workers. 1 
There are many matters affecting la- ; 
hor and the status of the wageworker ; 
to which I should like to draw your * 
attention, but an exhaustive discussion 
of the problem iii all its aspects is not 
now necessary. This administration is 
ileal big its end. and, moreover, under 
our form of government tilt* solution of 
the problem depends upon the action 
of the states as mu» Ii os upon the ac­ 
tion of the nation. 
Nevertheless there 
are certain considerations which I wish 
to set before you, because I hope that 
our people will more aud more keep 
them in mind. 
A blind and ignorant 
resistance to every effort for the re­ 
form of abuses and for the readjust­ 
ment of society Lo modern industrial 
conditions represents not true conserv­ 
atism, but an incitement to the wild­ 
est radicalism, for 
wise radicalism 
and wise conservatism go hand in 
hand, one bent on progress, the other 1 
bent on seeing that no change is made 
unless in the right direction. I believe 
in a steady effort, or,perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say iii aready ef­ 
forts in many different directions, to 
bring about a condition of affairs un­ 
der which the men who work with 
hand or with brain, the laborers, the 
superintendents, the men who produce 
for the market and the men who find 
a market for the articles produced, 
shall own a far greater share than at 
present of the wealth they produce 
and be enabled to invest it in the tools 
and instruments by which all work is 
earned oil. 
As far as possible I hope 
to see a frank recognition of the ad­ 
vance es eoiiL red by machinery, or 
gam zUion a: <1 division of labor, ac­ 
companied by an effort to bring about 
a larger share in the ownership by 
wageworker of railway, mill and fac­ 
tory. 
In farmfng this simply means 
that we wish to see the farmer own 
his own land. 
We do not wish to see 
the farms so large that they become 
the property of absentee landlords 
who farm them by tenants nor yet so 
small that the farmer becomes like a 
European peasant. 
Aga iii, the depositors in our savings 
banks now number over one-tenth of 
our entire population. 
These are all 
capitalists, who, 1 through the savings 
banks, loan their money to the workers 
—that is. In many eases to themselves— 
to carry on their various industries. 
I The more we increase their number 
the more we introduce the principles 
i of co-operation into our industry. Ev- 
i ery increase iii the number of small 
stockholders In corporations is a good 
I thing for the same reasons, and where 
I the employees are the stockholders the 
result is particularly good. Very much 
of this movement must be outside of 
anything that can be accomplished by. 
legislation, but legislation can do a 
good deal. 
Postal savings banks will 
make It easy for the poorest to keen 
their savings in absolute safety. 
The 
regulation of the national highways 
must be such that they shall serve all 
people with equal justice. 
Corporate 
finances must be supervised so as to 
make It far safer than at present for 
the man cif small means to invest his 
I money iii stocks. There must be pro- 
I hibition of child labor, diminution of 
woman labor, shortening of hours of 
ad mechanical labor. 
Stock watering 
should be prohibited aud stock gam­ 
bling. so far as Is possible, discouraged. 


I There should be a progressive inher- 


I Ranee tax on large fortunes. 
Indus­ 
trial education should be encouraged, 
j As far as possible we should lighten 
the burden of taxation on the small 
man. 
We should put a premium upon 
thrift, bard work and business energy, 
, but these qualities cease to be the mhin 
factors in accumulating a fortune long 
before that fortune reaches a point 
where it would be seriously affected by 
any inheritance tax such as I propose. 
It is eminently right that the nation 
should fix the terms upon which the 
great fortunes are inherited. 
They 
rarely do good, and they often do 
harm to those who inherit them in 
their entirety. 


Protection 
For Wageworkers. 
The above is tile merest sketch, 
hardly even a sketch In outline, of the 
reforms for which we should work. 
But there Is one matter with which 
the congress should deal at this ses­ 
sion. 
There should no longer be any 
paltering with the question of taking 
care of the wageworkers who, under 
our present industrial system, become 
killed, crippled or worn out as part of 
the regular in idents of a given busi­ 
ness. 
The majority of wageworkers 
must have their rights secured for 
them by state action, but the national 
government should legislate in thor­ 
oughgoing ti nil 
farreaching fashion, 
not only for all employees of the na­ 
tional government, but for all persons 
engaged in Interstate commerce. 
The 
object sought for could lie achieved 
to a measurable degree, as far as 
those ki'led or crippled are concerned. 
by proper employers’ liability laws. 
As far as concerns those who have 
been worn out. I call your attention to 
the fact that definite steps toward 
providing old age pensions have been 
' taken In many of our private lndus- 
j tries. 
These may be indefinitely ex- 
I tended through voluntary association 
; and contributory schemes or through 
I the agency of savings banks, as under 
the recent Massachusetts plan. 
To 
i strengthen these practical measures 


Should be our immediate duty. 
It Is 
not at present necessary to consider 
the larger and more general goyern- 
mental schemes that most European 
governments have found themselves 
obliged to adopt. 
Our present system, or, rather, no 
system, works dreadful wrong and is 
of benefit to only one class of people 
—the la Dryers. 
When a workman is 
Injured what he needs is not an ex­ 
pensive and doubtful lawsuit, but the 
certainty of relief through immediate 
administrative action. The number of 
accidents which result in the death or 
crippling of wageworkers in the Union 
at large Is simply appalling. In a very 
few years it runs up a total far in ex­ 
cess of the aggregate of the dead mid 
wounded iii any modern war. 
No 
academic, theory about "freedom of 
contract” or "constitutional liberty to 
contract" should be permitted to In­ 
terfere with this and similar move­ 
ments. 
Progress in civilization has 
everywhere meant a limitation and 
regulation of contract. 
I call your 
especial attention to the bulletin of the 
bureau of labor which gives a state­ 
ment of tile methods of treating the 
Unemployed In European countries, as 
this is a subject which in Germany, 
for instance, is treated In connection 
with making provision for wornout 
and crippled workmen. 
Pending a thoroughgoing investiga­ 
tion and action there is certain legis­ 
lation which should lie enacted at 
once. 
The law* passed at the last ses­ 
sion of the congress granting com­ 
pensation to certain classes of em­ 
ployees of tile government should be 
extended to include all employees of 
the government and should lie made 
more liberal iii its terms. There is no 
good ground for the distinction made 
in the law between those engaged iu 
hazardous occupations and those not 
so engaged. 
If a man is injured or 
killed In any line of work It was 
hazardous in his case. 
Whether I per 
cent or 10 per cent of those following 
a given occupation actually suffer in­ 
jury or deatli ought not to have any 
bearing on the question of their re­ 
ceiving compensation. It is a grim logic 
which says to an injured employee or 
to the dependents of one killed that he 
or they are entitled to no compensa­ 
tion because very few people other 
than he have been injured or killed In 
that occupation. 
Perhaps one of the 
most striking omissions In the law is 
that it does pot embrace peace officers 
and others whose lives may be sacri­ 
ficed in enforcing the laws of the 
United Slates. Tin* terms of the act 
providing 
compensation 
should 
be 
made more liberal than in the present 
act 
A year's compensating is not 
adequate for a wage earner's family 
in (he event of his death by accident 
in the course of bis employment. And 
Iii the event of death occurring, say. 
ten or eleven months after the acci­ 
dent the family would only receive as 
compensation tile equivalent of one or 
two months’ earnings. 
In this respect 
tile generosity of the United States 
toward its employees compares most 
unfavorably with that of every coun­ 
try In Europe—even the poorest. 
The terms of the not are also a 
hardship In prohibiting payment in 
cases where the accident Is in any 
way due to the negligence of the pm- 
. plover. 
It Is inevitable that daily fa­ 
miliarity with danger will lead men to 
take chances that can be construed 
Into negligence. 
So well is this recog­ 
nized that in practically all countries 
in the civilized world, except the Unit­ 
ed States, only a great degree of negli­ 
g e n ce acts as a bar to securing com­ 
pensation. 
Probably in no other re­ 
spect is our legislation, both state and 
national, so far behind practically the 
entire civilized world as In the matter 
of liability and compensation for ac­ 
cidents in industry. 
It is humiliating 
that at European international con­ 
gresses on accidents the United States 
should be singled out as the most be­ 
lated among tho nations in respect to 
employers’ liability legislation. 
This 
government is Itself a large employer 
of labor, and in its dealings with its 
employees It should set a standard in 
this country whi* h would place It on 
a par with the most progressive coun­ 
tries iii Europe. 
The laws of the 
United States in this resyiect and the 
laws of European countries have been 
summarized in a recent bulletin of the 
bureau of labor, and no American who 
reads tills summary can fail to lie 
struck by tile groat contrast between 
our practices and theirs—a contrast 
not In any sense to our credit. 
The congress should without further 
delay pass a model employers’ liability 


j law for the District of Columbia. The 
employers’ liability net recently de­ 
clared unconstitutional on account of 
apparently including in its provisions 
employees engaged in intrastate com­ 
merce as well as those engaged in in­ 
terstate commerce has been held by 
the local courts to be still in effect so 
far as irs provisions apply to the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. There should be no 
ambiguity on this point. 
If there is 
any doubt on tho subject the law 
should be re-enacted, with special ref­ 
erence to the District of Columbia. 
This act. however, applies only to em­ 
ployees of common carriers. 
In all 
other occupations the liability law of 
the District is the old common law. 
The severity and injustice of the com­ 
mon law in this mutter have been in 
Borne degree or another modified in 
tile majority of our states, and the 
only jurisdiction under the exclusiv 
control of the congress should I 
ahead aud not behind the states of the 
Union in this respect. 
A oorrmrehon- 
Five employers’ liability law should be 
passed for the District of Columbia 
I renew my recommendation made 
In a previous message that half holi­ 
days be granted during the summer to 
all w’ageworkers In government em­ 
ploy.

I most earnestly urge upon the con­ 
gress the duty of Increasing the totally 
Inadequate salaries now given to our 
Judges. On the whole, there Is no body 
of public servants who do as valuable 
work nor whose moneyed rew ard is so 
Inadequate compared to their work 
Beginning with the supreme court, the 
Judges should have their salaries dou­ 
bled. 
It is not befitting the dignity of 
the nation that Its most honored public 
Servants should be paid sums so small 
compared to what they would earn in 
private life that the performance of 
public service by them Implies an ex­ 
ceedingly heavy pecuniary sacrifice. 
It is earnestly to be desired that 
come method should be devised for do 
ing aw ay with the long delays which 
pow obtain in the adm inistration of 
Justice and which operate with pecul­ 
iar severity against persons of small 
means and favor only the very crimi­ 
nals whom It Is most desirable to pun­ 
ish. 
These long delays in the final 
decisions of cases make In the aggre­ 
gate a crying evil, and a remedy should 
be devised. 
Much of this Intolerable 
delay is due to Improper regard paid to 
technicalities which are a mere hin­ 
drance to Justice. 
In some noted re­ 
cent cases this overregard for techni­ 
calities has resulted In a striking denial 
of justice and flagrant wrong to the 
body politic.

Hot Possible When Judiciary Is 
Attacked Indiscriminately. 
At the last election certain leaders 
of organized labor made a violent and 
sweeping attack upon the entire Ju­ 
diciary 
of the country, 
an 
attack 
couched in such term s as to include 
the most upright, honest and broad 
minded judges no less than those of 
narrow er mind and more restricted j 
outlook. 
It was the kind of attack ad- I 
mirably fitted to prevent any success­ 
ful attem pt to reform abuses of the 
Judiciary, because it gave the cham­ 
pions of the unjust judge their eagerly 
desire^ 
opportunity 
to 
shift 
their 
ground Into a championship of Just 
Judges who were unjustly assailed. 
Last year before the house committee 
on the judiciary these same labor lead­ 
ers form ulated their demands, specify­ 
ing the bill that contained them, re- 


efTort to get them to east their votes 
in response to an appeal to class 
hatred have emphasized their sound 
patriotism 
and 
Americanism. 
The 
whole country has cause to feel pride 
in this attitude of sturdy independ­ 
ence. In this uncompromising insist­ 
ence upon acting simply as good citi­ 
zens. as good Americans, w ithout re­ 
gard to fancied and Improper class In­ 
terests. 
Such an attitude is an object 
lesson in good citizenship to the en­ 
tire nation. 
. 
But the extrem e reactionaries, the 
persons who blind them selves to the 
wrongs now and then com m itted by 
the courts on laboring men, should 
also think seriously as to w hat such a 
movement 
as 
this 
portends. 
The 
judges who have shown themselves 
■hie and willing effectively to check 
the dishonest activity of the very rich 
man who works Iniquity by the mis­ 
m anagem ent 
of 
corporations, 
who 
have shown themselves alert to 'do 
Justice to the wageworker and sym­ 
pathetic w ith the needs of the mass 
of our people so that the dw eller in 
the tenem ent houses, the man who 
practices a dangerous trade, the man 
who is crushed by excessive hours of 
labor, feel th at their needs are under­ 
stood by the courts—these judges are 
the real bulw ark of the courts; these 
judges, the judges of the stam p of 
the president elect, who have been 
fearless in opposing labor when it bas 
gone wrong, but fearless also In hold­ 
ing to strict account corporations that 
work iniquity, and farsighted in see­ 
ing that the workingman gets his 
rights, are the men of all others to 
whom we owe It that the appeal for 
such violent and mistaken legislation 
has fallen on deaf ears, th at the agi­ 
tation for Its passage proved to be 
w ithout substantial basis. 
The courts 
are jeoparded primarily by the action 
of these federal and state Judges who 
show inability or unwillingness to put 
a stop to the wrongdoing of very rich 
men under modern industrial condi­ 
tions and Inability or unw illingness to 
give relief to men of small means or 
wageworkers who are crushed down 
by these modern industrial conditions, 
who 
lh other words, fall to u n d er-1 
klud. 
stand and apply the needed remedies 
for the new wrongs produced by the 
new and highly complex social and 
industrial 
civilization 
which 
has 
grown up in the last half century. 
The rapid changes in our social aud 
Industrial life which have attended 
this rapid growth have made It neces 
sary th at iii applying to concrete cases 
the great rule of right laid down in

Their Peril Belittled by Shortsight­ 
ed, Greedy Public Foes. 
If there Is any one duty which more 
than another we owe It to our children 
and our children’s children to perform 
at once It Is to save the forests of 
this country, for they constitute the 
first and most important elem ent in 
the conservation of the natural 
sources of the country. There are, cf 
course, tw o kinds of natural resources. 
One is the kind which can only 
used as part of a process of extol 
tlon. 
This Is true of mines, na) ural 
oil and gas wells and the Uke. The 
other, and of course ultimately by far 
the most im portant, includes the 
*e- 
sources which can be improved in ' ie 
process of wise use. The soil, the riv­ 
ers and the forests come under this 
head. Any really civilized nation will 
so use all of these three great n a tl:a a l 
assets th at the nation will have their 
benefit in the future. Just as a farm - 
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est growth form erly covered the moun­ 
tains to their summits. 
All natural 
factors 
favored 
this 
dense 
forest 
growth, and as long as It w as per­ 
mitted to exist the plains at the foot 
of the m ountains were am ong the 
most fertile on the globe, and the 
whole country was a garden. 
Not the 
slightest effort was made, however, 
to prevent the unchecked cutting of 
the trees or to secure reforestation. 
Doubtless for many centuries th e tree 
cutting by 
the 
Inhabitants of the 
mountains worked but slowly in bring­ 
ing about the changes th a t have now 
come to pass. 
Doubtless for genera­ 
tions the inroads were scarcely no­ 
ticeable, but there came a tim e when 
the forest had shrunk sufficiently to 
make each year’s cutting a serious 
matter, and from that time on the de­ 
struction proceeded with appalling ra­ 
pidity, for of course each year o f de^ 
structlon rendered the forest less able 
to recuperate, less able to resist next 
year’s Inroad.

Continued from Pa c * 9 
titre exorcised In the Interest of all of 
them tj prevent deforestation, finds its 
profit In the Immediate use of the fuel 
which would otherw ise be used by 
Some other family or some other com­ 
munity. 
In the total absence of regu­ 
lation of the m atter in the interest of 
the whole people each small group j* 
Inevitably pushed into a policy of de­ 
struction which cannot afford to take 
thought for the morrow. 
Ib is is just 
one of those m atters which it is fatal 
to leave to unsupervised Individual 
control. 
The forests can only be pro­ 
tected by the state, by the nation, and 
the liberty of action of individuals 
must be conditioned upon what the 
State or nation determ ines to be neces­ 
sary for the common safety. 
The lesson of deforestation In China 
Is a lesson which mankind should have 
learned many times already from w hat 
has occurred in other places. 
Denuda­ 
tion leaves naked soil, then gullying 
ru ts down to the bare rock, and mean­ 
while the rock w aste buries the bot­ 
tom lands. 
When the soil Is gone men 
m ust go, and the process does not 
take long. 
The ruthless destruction of the for­ 
ests in northern China has brought 
about or has aided in bringing about 
desolation, Just as the destruction of 
the forests in central Asia aid in bring­ 
ing ruin to the once rich central Asian 
cities, Just as the destruction of the 
forests in northern Africa helped to­ 
w ard the ruin of a region that was a 
fertile granary in Homan days. Short­ 
sighted man, w hether barbaric, semi­ 
civilized or what he mistakenly regards 
as fully civilised, when he has destroy­ 
ed the forests has rendered certain the 
ultim ate destruction of the land itself. 
In northern China the mountains are 
now such as are shown by the accom­ 
panying photographs, absolutely barren 
peaks. 
Not only have the forests been 
destroyed, but because of their destruc­ 
tion the soil has beeu washed off the 
naked rock. 
The terrible consequence 
la that It is Impossible now to undo 
the damage that has been done. Many 
centuries would have to pass before 
aoli would again collect or could l>e 
made to collect in sufficient quantity 
once more to support the old time for­ 
est growth. 
In consequence the Mon­ 
gol desert is practically extending east­ 
ward over northern China. 
The cli­ 
mate has changed and is still chang­ 
ing. 
It has changed even within the 
last half century as the work of tree 
destruction 
has 
been 
consummated. 
The great masses of arboreal vegetation 
on the mountains formerly absorbed 
the heat of the sun and sent up cur­ 
rents of cool air which brought the 
moisture laden clouds lower and forced 
them to precipitate In rain a part of 
their burdon of water. Now that there 
is no vegetation the barren mountains, 
scorched by the sun, send up currents 
of heated air which drive away In­ 
stead of attracting the rain clouds and 
cause their moisture to be disseminat­ 
ed. In consequence. Instead of the reg­ 
ular aud plentiful rains which existed 
In these regions of China when the 
forests were still lu evidence, the un­ 
fortunate inhabitants of the deforested 
lands now see their crops wither for 
lack of rainfall, while the seasons grow 
more and more irregular, and as the 
air becomes drier certain crops refuse 
longer to grow ut all. 
That everything dries out faster than 
formerly is shown by the fact that the 
level of the wells uil over the laud has 
sunk perceptibly, many of them hav­ 
ing become totally dry. 
In addition to 
the resulting agricultural distress, the 
w ater courses have changed. 
Former­ 
ly they were narrow and deep, with an 
abundance of clear water the year 
around, for the roots and humus of 
the forests caught the rainw ater aud 
let It escape by slow, regular seepage. 
They have now become broad, shallow 
stream beds in which muddy w ater 


I the barren m ountains to which cer­ 
tain of these rivers rise—mountalns, 
; be It remembered, 
which formerly 
supported dense forests of larches 
and firs. now unable to produce any 
wood and because of their condition 
a source of danger to the whole coun­ 
try. 
The photographs also show the 
same rivers after they have passed 
through the mountains, the beds hav­ 
ing become broad and sandy because 
of the deforestation of the mountains. 
One of the photographs shows a cara­ 
van passing through a valley. 
For­ 
merly, when the m ountains were for­ 
ested. It was thickly peopled by pros­ 
perous peasants. 
Now the floods have 
carried destruction all over the land 
and the valley is a stony desert. 
An­ 
other photograph show’s a mountain 
road covered 
with the stones and 
rocks that are brought down In the 
rainy 
season 
from 
the 
mountains 
which have already been deforested 
by human hands. 
Another shows a 
pebbly river bed In southern Man­ 
churia where w hat was once a great 
atren m has dried up owing to the de­ 
forestation In the mountains. 
Only 
some scrub wood is left, which will 
disappear within a half century. 
Yet 
another shows the effect of one of the 
washouts, destroying an arable moun­ 
tain side, these washouts being due to 
the removal of all vegetation, yet In 
this photograph the foreground shows 
th at reforestation is still a possibility 
In places. 
W hat has thus happened In northern 
China, what has happened in central

that the agricultural products can be 
carrhsl to the markets of the world. 
The coastwise shipping laws should be 
Amended to meet the special needs of 
the islands, and the alien contract la- ! 
bor law should be so modified iii its > 
application to Hawaii as to enable 
American and European labor to be 
brought thither. 
We have begun to improve Pearl 
harbor for a naval base and to pro­ 
vide the necessary military fortifica­ 
tions for the protection of tile islands, 
but I cannot too strongly emphasize 
the need of appropriations for these 
purposes of such an amount as will 
within tile shortest possible tim e make 
those M auds practically impregnable. 
It Is useless to develop the industrial 
conditions of the islands and estab­ 
lish there b ases of supply for our na­ 
val and mer bani fleets unless we ln- 
eure. as far as human Ingenuity can, 
their safety from foreign seizure. 
One tiling to be remembered with all 
cur fortifications Is that it is alm ost 
useless to make them im pregnable 
from the sea if they are left open to 
land attack. 
This Is true even of our 
own const, but it Is doubly true of our 
Insular possessions. 
In Hawaii, for 
Instance, it is worse than useless to 
establish a naval station unless we 
establish it behind fortifications so 
strong th at no landing force can take 
them save by regular and long con­ 
tinued siege operations. 


THE PHILIPPINES. 


Halting Progress, but Not Yet Fit­ 
ted For Self Government. 
Real progress toward self govern­ 
ment is boing made in the Philippine 
Islands. The gathering of a Philippine 
legislative body and Philippine assem ­ 
bly m arks a process absolutely new in 
Asia, not only as regards Asiatic colo­ 
nies of European powers, but as re­ 
gards Asiatic possessions of other Asi­ 
atic powers, and indeed, alw ays ex 
copt lug the striking and wonderful ex­ 
am ple afforded by the great em pire of 
Japan, it opens an entirely new de­ 
parture when compared with anything 
xviii h has happened among Asiatic 
powers which are their own m asters. 
H itherto 
this 
Philippine 
legislature 
bas acted w ith moderation and self re­ 
straint and lias seemed in practical 
fashion to realize the eternal truth 
th a t there m ust always be government 
and th at the only way iii which any 
body of individuals can escape tho ne­ 
cessity of being governed by outsiders 
Is to show that they are able to re­ 
strain 
themselves, 
to 
keep 
down 
wrongdoing and disorder. 
The Filipi­ 
no people, through their officials, are 
therefore m aking real steps in the di 
motion of self government. 
I hope 
and believe that these steps m ark the 
beginning of a course which will con­ 
tinue till the Filipinos became fit to 
decide for themselves w hether they 
desire to bo an independent nation. 
B ut it is w ell for them, and well also 
for those Americans who during the 
past decade have done so much dam ­ 
age to the Filipinos by agitation for 
an im mediate Independence for which 
they were totally unfit, to remember 
th a t self 
government depends 
and 
m ust depend upon the Filipinos them ­ 
selves. 
All we can do is to give them 
th e opportunity to develop the capaci­ 
ty for self government. If we had fol­ 
lowed the advice of the foolish doc­ 
trinaires who wished us at any time 
during the last ten years to turn the 
Filipino people adrift we should have 
shirked the plainest possible duty and 
have inflicted a lasting wrong upon 
the Filipino people. 
We have acted in 
exactly the opposite spirit. 
We have 
pp en the Filipinos constitutional gov­ 
ernm ent, a government based upou 
Justice, and we have shown that we 
have governed them for their good a^id 
not for our aggrandizement. 
At the present time, as during the 
past ten years, the inexorable logic of 
facts shows that this government must 
be supplied by us and not by them. 
W e must be w ise and generous. 
We 
m ust help the Filipinos to m aster the 
difficult art of self control. which is 
simply another name for self govern­ 
ment. 
Cut we cannot give them self 
governm ent save in the sense of gov­ 
erning them so that gradually they 
may, lf they are able. learn to govern 
them selves. 
Under the present system 
o f just laws and sym pathetic admin- 
Tarati >n we have every reason to be­ 
lieve th a t they are gradually acquiring 
the character which lies at the basis of 
self government and for which, lf it 
be lacking, no system of laws, no pa­ 
per cor ti ution, will in any wise serve 
as a substitute. 
Our people in the 
Philippines have achieved w hat may 
legit! nm tel v be called a m arvelous suc­ 
cess in giving to them a government 
which m arks on the part of those In 
authority both the necessary under­ 
standing of the people and the neces­ 
sary purpose to serve them disinter­ 
estedly and in good faith 
I tru st that 
within a generation the tim e will ar­ 
rive w hen the Philippines can decide 
for them selves whether it is well for 
them to become Independent or to con­ 
tinue under the protection of a strong 
and disinterested power, able to guar- 
*$iee to the islands order at home and 
protection from foreign Invasion. But 
no one can prophesy the exact date 
when It will be wise to consider in­ 


dependence as a fixed and definite 
policy. 
It would be worse than toil}' 
to try to set down such a date lo ad­ 
vance, for it must depend upon the 
way in which the Philippine people 
themselves develop the power of self 
mastery. 
I 
Porto Rico. 
I again recommend that American 
citizenship be conferred upou the peo­ 
ple of Porto Rico. 
Cuba. 
In Cuba our occupancy will cease in 
about two m ouths' time. 
The Cubans 
have in orderly mutiuer elected their 
own governm ental authorities, aud the 
Isl.iud will be turned over to them. 
Our Oct uputiou on this occasion ha;^ 
lasted a little over two years, aud Cuba 
has thriven and prospered under it. 
Our earnest hope aud one desire is 
that the people of the island shall now 
govern them selves with justice, so tim 
peace and order may be secure. 
We 
will gladly help them to this end, but 
I would solemnly warn them to re 
member the great truth that the only 
way a people can permanently avoid 
being governed from without Is to 
show that they both can und will gov­ 
ern themselves from within.

Navy and the National Guard. 


As regards tile army, I call attention 
to the fact that, while our junior offi­ 
cers and enlisted men stand very high, 
the present system of promotion by 
seniority results in bringing into the 
higher grades many men of mediocre 
capacity who have but a short time to 
serve. 
No man should regard it as his 
vested right to rise to the highest rank 
In the arm y any more than In any oth­ 
er profession. 
It Is a curious and by 
no means creditable fact that there 
should Vie so often a failure on the part

Such m ilitary efficiency can 
only be guaranteed in time of w ar if 
there is the most thorough previous 
preparation in time of peace—a prepa­ 
ration. I may add, which will in all 
probability prevent any need of war. 
The secretary m ust be supreme, and 
he should have as his official ad­ 
visers a body of line officers who 
should them selves have the power to 
pass upon and co-ordinate all the 
work and all the proposals of the sev­ 
eral bureau^. 
A system of promotion 
by merit, either by selection or by 
exclusion or by both processes, should 
be introduced. 
It is out of the ques­ 
tion. lf the present principle of promo­ 
tion by mere seniority Is kept, to ex­ 
pect to get the best results from the 
higher officers 
Our men come too 
old and stay far too short a time in 
the high command positions.

of fact, all of the best officers in (he 
highest ranks of the army are those 
who have attained their present posi­ 
tion wholly or in part by a process of 
selection. 
The scope of retiring boards should 
be extended so that they could con­ 
sider general unfitness to command for 
any cause in order to secure a far 
| mere rigid enforcement than at pres­ 
ent in the elimination of officers for

disabilities. 
But this plan Is recom- 
i mended only if the congress does not 
i see fit to provide what in my judg­ 
ment Is far better—that Is. for selec­ 
tion In promotion and for elim ination 
for age. 
Officers who fail to attain a 
certain rank by a certain age should 
be retired. 
For instance, if a man 
should not attain field rank by the 
time he is forty-five he should of 
course be placed on the retired list. 
General officers should be selected as 
at present, and one-third of the other 
promotions should be made by selec­ 
tion. the selection to be made by the 
president or the secretary of w ar from 
a list of at least two candidates pro­ 
posed for each vacancy by a board of 
officers from the arm of the service 
from which the promotion is to be 
made. 
A bill is now before the con­ 
gress having for its object to secure 
the promotion of officers to various 
grades at reasonable ages through a 
process of selection, by boards of offi­ 
cers, of th^ least efficient for retire­ 
ment w ith a percentage of their pay 
depending upon length of service. The 
bill, although not accomplishing all

Fre­ 
quently In treaties the crafty Chinese 
diplomats would insert Rome term that 
was afterw ard found to be anything 
but com plimentary to the other par­ 
ties. 
Foreign ambassadors, therefore, 
became more careful and employed ex­ 
perienced 
interpreters 
to 
carefully 
search all documents composed in the 
Chinese language for any opprobrious 
terms. When tile cunning Chinese no­ 
ticed this they hastened to conciliate 
the foreigners by applying to them the 
most flattering term s of endearment, 
and hence England Is today by the 
Chinese called “Ying-Kwo,” the flour­ 
ishing; France. “Fa-Kwo," the land 
whore the laws live; Italy. “T-Kwo,” 
the land of justice; Germany. “Te- 
Kwo.” the one rich in virtues, and the 
United States, “Mei-Kwo,” the beauti­ 
ful.
